SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 


The Acting Imperial Trade Correspondent at Adelaide (Mr. J. A. 

Railwa Riley) reports that a Bill has passed its second 

Preemie | ' reading in the South Australian House of 

Rolling Stock Assembly for the construction of a railway from 

g Tallem Bend to Brown’s Well, a distance of 100 

miles, with a 5ft. 3in. gauge. The cost, second-hand rails being 
used, is estimated at 312,000/., including rolling stock. 

It is intended to introduce into the Assembly a Bill for the con- 
struction of a railway from Cummins railway station vid Darke’s 
Peak to a point in Jervois county. The length of the line would 
be 78 miles, and the gauge 3ft. 6in. The cost, second-hand 40lb. 
rails being used, is estimated at 220,000/., including 26,000/. for 
rolling stock. The project has been reported upon favourably by 
the Railways Commissioner. 


Mr. Riley also reports that the Corporation of Adelaide have 
recently decided upon the erection of abattoirs 


Abattoir Plant. in connection with the meat supply of the 
metropolitan district. It is estimated that 


42,000 head of horned cattle, 26,000 pigs, and 590,000 sheep and 
lambs will be dealt with annually. |

RUSSIA, 
With reference to the notice on p. 59 of the “ Board of Trade 
Port Works: Journal” of 14th January last relative to a 
Bridee Work project under consideration by the Moscow 
5 ‘ Committee of Ways and Means for the con- 
struction of a river port at Moscow, H.M. Consul there (Mr. H. M. 
Grove) now reports that, according to the local press, a meeting 
with the shipowners is being arranged, at which it is intended 
to discuss the main lines of the work. It is proposed to 
construct the port by the Danilodf monastery, somewhat out- 
side the town and'‘lower down the river. The water area is 
to be 13,500 square sajenes (661,500 square feet). A space of 
10,000 square sajenes (490,000 square feet) will be set aside for 
warehouses. The estimated cost of constructing the port is 
placed at 1,150,000 roubles (about 121,000/.), and a further 
1,130,000 roubles (about 119,000/.) will be required for embank- 
ments, entrances to the river, landing stages, channelling works, 
&e. In addition to this, a sum of 700,000 roubles (about 74,0000. 
is to be expended on constructing a new bridge.

Smelting Plant: Journal” of 11th November relative to a state- 
A tetetien ment taken from a German Consular report 
‘to the effect that large iron smelting works were 
to be established at Salangen, in the Tromsé district, and at 
Sydvaranger, in [T'inmark, the British Vice-Consul at Bergen 
(Mr. E. F. Gray) reports that he is assured that there is no 
question of erecting at Salangen anything more than ordinary 
crushing works for briquetting. As regards Sydvaranger, the 
British Vice-Consul at Vadsé states that large iron works are to be 
established at Kirkenzs, in Sydvaranger, and that the yearly 
productive capacity there will be more than 1,500,000 tons. He 
adds, however, that the iron ore cannot be smelted, but must be 
exported in the form of briquettes. Before deciding whether to 
erect smelting works, the company concerned propose to await the 
result of experiments with the electric smelting process at Tysse 
near Odda, in Hardanger (see article on p. 634).

EXHIBITION. 


RUSSIA (SIBERIA), 


With reference to the notices on p. 207 of the “ Board of Trade 
Exhibition at Journal” of 4th November and p. 61 of the 
Omsk issue of 14th October relative to an exhibition 

to be held at Omsk from 2nd September to 

3rd October, 1910, H.M. Consul at St. Petersburg (Mr. A. W.

import and export into and from the country with a view to 
acquainting the inhabitants thereof with improved tools and 
machines for agricultural and industrial purposes. Special atten- 
tion may be drawn to the opportunity for exhibiting cold storage 
and refrigerating plant, which is greatly needed in Siberia. 

The date for receiving applications for space is fixed at 
ist February, 1910. Applications received after that date will be 
considered, however, in so far as there may remain sufficient space 
unoccupied. 

The Committee of Management of the exhibition invite British 
firms, on the ground of convenience and economy, to combine for 
the purpose of erecting a special English pavilion.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Persia, Bushire.—T'he following information is from the report 
by H.M. Vice-Consul at Bushire (Mr. H. G. Chick) on the trade of 
that district in 1908-9, which will shortly be issued :-— 

Imports into Bushire in 1908-9 were valued at 39,673,238 krans 
and exports at 21,629,811 krans. At the nominal rate of exchange 
of 50 krans to 1/., these sums represent 793,465/. and 432,5961., 
respectively, and show decreases of 258,578/. and 65,394/. on the 
figures of 1907-8. But if exchange be reckoned at the actual 
average rate for the year, nearly 55 krans to 1l., the decrease will 
will be found to be considerably heavier, viz., 330,712/. on imports 
and 104,723/. on exports. 

Business continued very dull throughout the year, at times even 
remaining at a complete standstill. ‘I'he piece-goods trade suffered 
especially, Manchester losing at least 120,000/. worth of business 
on the previous year’s figures. Even the amount imported proved 
more than the demand, and there is ample evidence that many whole- 
sale buyers sold their purchases at a heavy loss. Importing companies 
have frequently had goods ordered out left on their hands by 
bankrupt buyers; the amount of outstanding claims presented for 
recovery from defaulting Persian traders during a period of 13 
months from the beginning of 1908 totalled more than 20,0000. 

The foundation of credit on which so large a number of petty 
dealers have kept going for years has been severely shaken during 
the past two years of unrest; these men have continually been 
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driven into forced sales of merchandise in order to meet bills, and 
there has been little chance of making losses good. 

The lack of transport on the great caravan route to Shiraz was 
also a factor which increased the difficulties of merchants. 
Extortion on the part of the armed tribesmen infesting the route 
to Shiraz and the frequency of robberies have made the lot of 


the muleteers hard, and it has been reckoned that the number of 


mules working the road has decreased from 7,000 to less than 3,000 
since 1905. On the other hand, the exactions levied on the 
transport of merchandise have increased to some 15 krans. (5s. 5d.) 
per mule-load for the first 100 miles of the journey alone. 





REDUCED POSTAGE RATES ON PARCELS TO CANADA. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade are 
notified that the Postmaster-General has come to an arrangement 
with the Post Office of the Dominion of Canada for a reduction in 
the postage rates on parcels sent from the United Kingdom to the 
Dominion. On and after Ist of January, 1910, the present rates 
of 8d. for the first lb. and 6d. for each lb. after the first will 
be abolished, and the following rates substituted :— 


For a parcel not exceeding 3 lbs. in weight _... Is.

In other respects the service will remain unaltered. 





PROPOSED TRADE MARKS ORDINANCE IN SOUTHERN 
NIGERIA. 


The Southern Nigeria ‘‘ Gazette” contains the text of a Bill, 
read a first time in the Legislative Council of the Colony on 5rd 
November, entitled ‘“‘ An Ordinance to consolidate and amend the 
law relating to Trade Marks.” By this Bill, any person who has

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PAPER INDUSTRY OF WESTPHALIA AND THE 
RHENISH PROVINCES. 


With reference to the notice on pp. 70-1 of the ‘ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 8th July reiative to the German paper industry 
in 1908, H.M. Consul-General at Diisseldorf (Dr. F. P. Koenig) 
has furnished the following particulars as to the state of the paper 
trade in Westphalia and the Rhenish Provinces :— 

Paper manufacturers in Westphalia and the Rhenish Provinces 
have seldom before known such a dearth of orders for paper. 
Some paper works have had to reduce their working days and the 
number of workmen, others have stopped working for months 
together. Cellulose, one of the chief of the raw materials used in 
the manufacture of paper, has fallen in price, but for lack of 
sufficient orders manufacturers are unable to get the full benefit 
of the 1eduction. Other raw materials for the manufacture of 
paper have risen in price owing to the formation of a syndicate of 
the manufacturers selling to the paper mills; waste - paper, an 
important raw material, has risen as much as from 26 to 30 per cent. 
The United States of America have lately been buying up a great 
deal of the raw materials needed in the manufacture of paper in 
Europe. Resin, however, the use of which can be restricted when 
it is too expensive, has fallen in price by 25 per cent. 

Many works, which were financially able to do so, kept working 
full time and laid up great stores of paper, but eventually had to 
cease owing to want of furthur storing room. Paper exports, 
especially to the east, on which the manufacturers of the 
Westphalian district largely depend, almost ceased. 

The state of the paper industry has become critical m the 
district, owing to the fact that a large number of new paper mills 
have been erected of late years and existing ones enlarged. 

Owing to over-production, paper has repeatedly fallen in price, 
and some varieties are sold at unremunerative prices, simply in 
order to keep the works open and the hands employed. 

Another main reason for the existing depression in the paper 
industry is that Sweden floods Germany with cellulose paper at 
exceedingly low prices. ‘The German cellulose manufacturers have 
also started manufacturing paper from cellulose, but find it difficult 
to compete with Sweden in this particular class of goods, viz., 
heavy paper. 

At present there are a number of large paper factories in course 
of erection and completion which, when finished, will be able to 
turn out daily 200,000 lbs. of cheap cellulose paper. It is said 
that older factories are likely to find it exceedingly difficult in the 
future to make ends meet. 
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REQUIREMENT FOR PERSONS APPLYING FOR 
CONCESSIONS IN TURKEY, 


With reference to the notice on p. 575 of last week’s issue of 
the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” on the subject of concessions in 
Turkey, the Acting British Consul-General at Constantinople 
(Mr. A. T. Waugh) reports that, with a view to excluding 
undesirable local middlemen from concession business, the Turkish 
Ministry of Public Works has decided to require from persons 
making applications for concessions proofs that they possess the 
financial and technical requirements necessary for the exploitation 
of the concessions concerned. 





CONSULAR REPORT ON THE TRADE OF ABYSSINIA— 
CORRECTION. 


With reference to the recently issued Report for the years 1907-8 
on the trade of Abyssinia (Annual Series No. 4,357) the Board of 
Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of information to 
the effect that the statement contained in the paragraph on p. 7 
with respect to the Bank of Abyssinia is incorrect. The Bank 
pays 3 per cent. per annum on fixed deposits; no charge is made 
to an Abyssinian who deposits money in the Bank; but on 
ordinary current accounts Europeans are charged from one-eighth 
to one-sixteenth per cent. on the debit side of their accounts, 
according to the movement of the account. 





LEATHER INDUSTRY OF JAPAN. 
The Acting British Consul-General at Kobe (Mr. W. B. 


Cunningham) reports that the leather industry in Japan holds an 
important place among the many that have made rapid advances 
during recent years. Up to 1903 the industry was still only a 
small one, but on the outbreak of hostilities between Japan and 
Russia in the beginning of 1904 large quantities of leather of 
various kinds were required by the military authorities. Upon 
the conclusion of peace the demand decreased considerably, and 
the quantity produced in 1907 showed a large falling off as com- 
pared with the preceding year. The prospects of the trade are, 
however, good, and it is hoped to obtain markets for Japanese 
leather in China, Corea and other parts of the Far East. 

The centres of the trade are at Osaka and Tokio, the principal 
companies and factories being as follow :— 

(1) The Japan Leather Company (Nihon Hikaku Kabushiki 
Kaisha), engaged in making leather solely for military use, with a 
capital of 5,000,000 yen (510, 0004. ), having a factory at Tokio and 
a branch factory at Osaka ; 
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(2) The Eastern Leather Manufacturing Company (Toyo 
Seikaku Kabushiki Kaisha), with a capital of 1,000,000 yen 
(102,0001.), having a factory at Tokio and a branch factory at 
Osaka ; 

(3) The Azuma Leather Company (Azuma Hikaku Kabushiki 
KXaisha) with a capital of 500,000 yen (51,000/.), having a factory 
at Tokio ; 

(4) The Tokio Leather Manufacturing Company (Tokio Seihi 
(:oshi Kaisha), with a capital of 300,000 yen (30,600!.), having a 
factory at Tokio. 

In 1906 there were 97 leather factories in the City of Osaka, 
employing 2,695 workpeople; in 1907 the number of factories 
was 109 and the total number of workpeople employed 977; and 
in 1908 the number of factories had decreased to 104 and the 
number of employees to 824. Only four of the factories employed 
more than 50 hands. Many of the small factories are merely 
family workshops. In some a few hides are prepared and made 
up into articles of various kinds, whilst in others the leather is 
purchased from the larger factories and made up into trunks, bags 
and boxes of all kinds, which are in great demand among the 
better class Japanese. ‘The above figures also include the numerous 
small boot factories in the City, of which there were 68 in 1907, 
employing altogether just over 200 persons. 

Nearly all the operatives in the leather factories are men, the 
number of women employed in 1908 being only 41. The average 
daily wage for men is 57°5 sen (about 1s. 24d.), and for women 
26°1 sen (about 64¢.). 

The following figures show the value of all leather and leather 
articles produced in the city of Osaka during the years 1906-8 :—

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The raw hides used in the trade are obtained chiefly from Corea, 
Australia and China. Oak bark is used almost exclusively as the 
tanning material. The supply of this commodity is obtained 
principally from the Hokkaido and from the middle of the main 


island. ‘Tan-bark was imported in 1908 to the amount of 


1,727,463 lbs., valued at 7,395/., about two-thirds of which quantity 
was imported into the port of Kobe. 
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As already mentioned, the leather is principally used for making 
trunks, bags, &c. and boots for the use of the Japanese people. 
Every year the number of persons who adopt boots as their ordi- 
nary footwear increases, and in every considerable town in Japan 
there are now several small bootmakers. Sole leather is obtained 
chiefly from America, the import figures for the last three years 
being as follows :—

The market price of Japanese leather used for the uppers of 
boots and for trunks, &c. is about 30 sen (7$d.) per lb. 

Two leather belting factories in Osaka supply practically the whole 
quantity used in the country, the import for the year 1908 only 
amounting to 40,987 lbs., valued at 5,833/. In that year one 
factory manufactured belting to the value of about 1,000,000 yen 
(102,0007.).

up, in accordance with No. 360 of the Tariff. In both cases such 
articles are exempt from the surtax of 50 or 50 per cent. provided 
for in Note I. to that Tariff number. As regards ready-made 
articles composed of materials other than lace, but ornamented with 
lace or embroidery, no surtax is levied in the case of articles with 
single unimportant embroidered parts (monograms and the like). 
The surtax of 30 per cent., assessed on the duty applicable to the 
material, without addition for making up, will be levied on clothes, 
&c. when the lace or embroidery is in small quantities and serves 
exclusively to adorn the article, and the surtax of 5U per cent. when 
the lace or embroidery is an essential part of the article or apparel, 
but does not cover 50 per cent. of its surface.

The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Toronto (Mr. F. W. Field) 
reports that the Dominion Government have

RUSSIA. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché for Russia (Mr. H. Cooke) reports that 
a new law was promulgated on 2nd November, 
regulating the foreign coasting trade in the 
Coasting Trade in Russian Far East. Hitherto the Governor- 
the al East General of the Pri-Amour territory has been 
empowered by the law of 1888 to authorise, 

when necessary, foreign coasting generally in Russian Far Eastern 
waters, which he has done by means of notices, covering annual 
periods, the last of which extended to 14th October, 1909, (see 
“Board of Trade Journal” of 28th January last, p. 191). The new 
law, as pointed out in the official “Commercial and Industrial

Gazette” (St. Petersburg), limits, to the date of 14th October, 1913, 
the period during which, by the authority of the Governor-General, 
foreign coasting may be permitted at all in the Far Eastern waters. 
It limits the localities where this coasting may be authorised, and 
draws a distinction between sailing vessels and steamships. 
Whereas by the former law the Governor-General was authorised 
to permit foreign coasting in general over the whole extent of 
Russian Far Eastern waters, he is empowered under the new law 
to authorise foreign coasting for separate steamship trips only 
within these waters, and for sailing ships between the frontiers of 
,Corea and St. Olga Bay only. By the former law the levying of 
dues on foreign coasting vessels was left to the discretion and 
authority of the Governor-General, while now this authority is 
given to the Minister of Commerce only, the term ‘“ obligatory 
dues ” replacing the former “ special dues.” 

‘he “Commercial and Industrial Gazette” points out that the 
slow development of Russian steamship coasting in the regions in 
question has compelled the Government to invest the Governor- 
General of the Pri-Amour, for a limited period, with power still to 
permit, in exceptional cases, separate foreign steamship coasting 
trips. As regards the sailing vessel coasting trade, carried on 
mostly near Vladivostok, between the Corean frontiers and 
St. Olga Bay, out of 552 vessels plying only 102 are Russian, and 
there is no immediate likelihood of any extension in the number. 
The waters north of the Primorskaia territory can only be served 
by Russian shipping. 


H.M. Consul at Batoum (Mr. P. Stevens) reports that the Russian 
Government have recently had under consider- 
ation the question of constructing a railway 
between Borjom and Alexandropol. Govern- 
ment engineers have already surveyed the 
country lying between these places, and the 
territory through which the rails would be laid has been 
marked out. 

Besides shortening the distance between Batoum and Julfa, on 
the Persian frontier, and placing these two towns in more direct 
communication with each other than by the circuitous route vid 
Tiflis, it is thought that the proposed railway would prove of great 
value for purposes of trade, and for the industrial development of 
the localities through which it would pass. 

H.M. Consul also reports that, according to the “ Tifliski 
Listok,” the ‘lranscaucasian railway authorities have ordered plans 
to be made for the laying down of a second line of rails between 
‘Tiflis and Alexandropol, and a survey for the easing of the 
gradients on the Mihailovo-Borjom branch line.

On the results of the survey the Junction Railway Company 
will make an offer to the Government for the construction 
of the line. The route contemplated is vid Vrania (in Servia), 
Mitrovitza, Ipek, Yakova, Scutari, S. Giovanni de Medua, with a 
branch to Antivari. 

The idea of constructing a second railway from the Adriatic to 
the Servian frontier, adds Mr. Waugh, seems to have been 
abandoned. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 


The Acting British Consul-General at San Francisco (Mr. W. Moore) 
reports that the Californian Legislature recently 
passed an Act to enable the City of Los Angeles 
to annex the port of San Pedro. This has now 
heen done, and Los Angeles has become a city about 10 miles wide 
and 20 miles long. Nearly all foreign going ships bound for the 
vicinity of Los Angeles select San Pedro, one of the best harbours 
on the Pacific coast, as their port of destination, in preference to 
Redondo or Port Los Angeles, which are open roadsteads without 
proper protection for shipping.

The furnace, which is 
to be erected at Trollhiittan, will have an annual capacity of 7,500 
tons of pig-iron; an electric current of 3,000 h.p. will be required, 
for which the Iron Masters’ Association have offered 10,000 kr. 
(about 560/.) a year, for two years.

H.M. Consu! at Stockholm (Mr. H. M. Villiers, M.V.O.) reports, 
on the authority of the Stockholm press, that, 


os on the initiative of the joint company which 
ay owns the right of utilising the Swedish 


(Grénwall) patent for the electrical smelting 
of iron ore in Norway, a company is being formed for the electrical 
reduction of iron ore in Hardanger, with electrical energy from the 
power station at Tysse. The joint capital is 55,5600. ; the works, 
which are to be ready next summer, will require 4,400 h.p.

ITALY: 


H.M. Consul at Palermo (Mr. R. G. Macbean, M.V.O.) has 
furnished the following particulars extracted from the Italian 
Government's Report for 1908 on mining in Sicily :-— 


Prospecting for sulphur was discouraged by the unsatisfactory 
Mining in Sicil conditions of the sulphur market, and was 
re —" generally confined to the neighbourhood of 

. already existing good mines. 
The number of mines working diminished from 541 in 1907 to 
444 in 1908, owing to the continued closing of small mines. The

total production, however, increased by 42,654 metric tons to 
2,633,924 metric tons (valued at 1,156,888/.) owing to increased 
output by the larger mines and improved methods of extraction. 
There was a reduction in the number of persons employed in the 
extraction and treatment of the ore from 27,009 in 1907 to 26,124 
in 1908, pointing to an increased use of labour-saving methods 
and machinery, Wages per contra increased from an average of 
2°12 lire daily per head iu 1907, to 2°16 lire in 1908. 

Exports of sulphur, which had steadily decreased since 1905, 
showed an increase of 33,122 metric tons in 1908, as compared 
with the preceding year, the figures being 375,073 tons and 
341,951 tons respectively. 

Stocks amounted to 618,459 metric tons at the end of 1908, 
an increase of 22,014 tons as compared with 1907. 

The ‘‘Consorzio,” or compulsory Sicilian Sulphur Combine, (see 
“Board of Trade Journal” of 19th Angust last, pp. 391-2, and 
previous notices) continued operations, but without making any 
progress towards solving the crisis through which the sulphur 
industry is passing, owing to the persistence of over-production. 

A new stratum of asphalt rock was found at Castelluccio in the 
Province of Syracuse at a depth of about 120 feet, and a shaft has 
been sunk and a cross-tunnel made in order to work it. 

At Pece, in the Commune of Nicosia, Province of Catania, 
several pockets of bitumen have been found near the surface of 
the ground, in contact with eocene clay and miocene sand deposits, 
and are regarded as promising. 

The production diminished from 122,942 metric tons in 1907 to 
95,200 tons in 1908, Exports also declined from 114,942 to 94,627 
metric tons, smaller exports to Belgium, Egypt, France, Germany, 
England and other countries more than _ counter-balancing 
increased exports to America, Austria, Greece, Holland, Russia 
and Continental Italy.

Although the production in 1908 of 18,940 metric tons of rock 
salt showed a falling off of 6,000 tons as compared with 1907, it was 
about one-third more than in 1906. A voluntary combine or 
‘‘Consorzio” has been formed among the mine owners or lessees 
with a view to limiting offers and securing the control of all 
contract sales. Only the best paying mines are kept active, while 
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Minerals, Metals and Machinery.

the smaller owners are compensated for not working, and supplies 
are in this way limited to the approximate demand. More than 
half the whole production of Sicily was turned out by the 
Coffaro and Genuardi mines in the territory of Cammarata, 
belonging to the “ Societa Saline Italiane.’ 

208,000 metric tons of marine salt were produced in 1908 
(28,000 at Syracuse and 180,000 at Trapani), with a value of 
46,4001. 

The production of pumice stone amounted in 1908 to 19,400 
metric tons, valued at 46,5501. 

Prospecting for minerals was actively continued in 1908. 
Giood sulphuret of lead was found at Fiume, near Molino, in the 


Commune of Giampilieri, and two promising surface seams of 
quartz rich in the same mineral at Lotto-Zito in the territory of 


Santa Lucia del Mela. 

The ‘ Societa delle Miniere Aprile” and the “ Societa 
Civile delle Miniere dell’ Argentiera e delle Miniere Romane ” 
continued the workings of their concessions for sulphuret 
of lead, calc pyrites, and compounds of lead, zinc and copper 
ore, &c. The quantities obtained are given as: antimony, 45 tons ; 
lead, 16 tons; lead, zinc and copper combines, 350 tons; copper, 
910 tons (of which 160 tons were rich copper ore and the remainder 


copper pyrites).

The decrease in total weight of 18,300 cwts. does not accurately 
represent the stagnation of sales throughout the year, and the 
effect of the great risks which importers incurred apart from the 
dangers arising from insecurity of transport. The several 
failures during 1908-9 concerned almost exclusively dealers in 
Manchester goods, whose credit had been heavily over-estimated, 
and who had forwarded goods to Shiraz, and there sacrificed them 
at prices far below the invoice value in the endeavour to keep 
themselves afloat. 

In the Bushire Consular report for 1907-8 (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 4179) there was included a list of the chief 
different classes of British cotton goods imported in their relative 
proportions out of a total of nearly 600,000 pieces—the bulk of 
the import. Information collected from the same sources in 
1908-9 gives a total of only 436,049 pieces, divided up as follows 
(the classification, however, is not absolutely reliable) :—

There has thus — a gunned dumm except in the case of 
white goods—shirtings, mulls, nainsooks, &c. Perhaps three- 
fourths of the orders for mulls which go from Bushire are for 
goods in a dyed state for use as far inland as Kazerun. Above 
Kazerun dyed Mexicans are said to be more in demand. 





CHINA. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché at Peking (Mr. W. P. Ker) has 
forwarded the following particulars relative to a woollen factory 
which has recently been established at Chingho :— 


Chingho is astation on the Peking-Kalgan railway, nearly 16 miles 
from Fengtai and about 7 miles from the 
Hsi-chih Men or north-west Gate of Peking. 
Samples on View The factory is a department of the Ministry of 
of Cloth produced.’ War, its primary object being the supply of 

military uniforms for the army and the cadets 
of the military colleges in North China; the products are also 
destined, however, for general commercial use. The undertaking 
is under joint official and mercantile administration, half the 
capital being supplied by the Government, and half by a syndicate 
of Cantonese merchants whose interests are represented by the 
director, Mr. T’an Tz’u-tao, an official of the Ministry of War. 
Work was started in May, 1909, and the total cost of installation 
up to that date amounted to 480,009 taels (about 60,000/.). 

The machinery employed is entirely English. In addition to 
carding, spinning and weaving departments, there is a department 
for finishing and dyeing, only alizarine dyes being used. The looms 
can each turn out 60 yards a day, so that the full daily capacity 
of the 36 looms in the factory is 2,160 yards. At present, 
however, the mill is working at less than half its full capacity. 
The wool comes from Mongolia vid Kalgan. It is cheap, but 
coarse and dirty, and the question of using Australian wool for 
finer qualities of cloth is under consideration. The cost of the 
cloth turned out is some 1°80 taels (about 4s. 6d.) per yard of 
double width. 

The machinery was installed by a British engineer who has now 
left, but four Yorkshire mechanics are still employed, on a two 
years’ contract, to teach the Chinese workmen. ‘Tihie director is 


Woollen Factory 
at Chingho: 
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assisted by two young Chinese mechanical engineers who have 
gone through courses of training in England. Nearly 100 Chinese 
workmen are employed, the present wage being 30 cents (about 
6d.) a day. The English mechanics speak favourably of the 
aptitude and skill of the Chinese employees. 

The coal used comes from the Lin-ch’eng colliery, on the Peking- 
Hankow line. A good and abundant water supply is provided by 
a spring on the premises. 

It is proposed to add a boot and shoe factory on a small scale to 
the establishment, which also will supply the army. The 
machinery required will be obtained through a Tientsin firm.

UGANDA PROTECTORATE : 


From a report which has recently been issued by the Colonial 
Office (Miscellaneous Series—No. 64) on the 
Botanical, Forestry, and Scientific Department 
of the Uganda Protectorate for the year ended 
31st March last, it appears that special attention has been given 
during the year to the development of the beeswax industry. In 
August, 1908, two sub-chiefs were sent to German East Africa to 
study the methods there followed in the hiving of bees and the 
preparation of the wax. On their return they were sent to the 
most promising districts to instruct the peasantry in bee-keeping 
and wax preparation. ‘Their pupils have since been sent to various 
parts of the Protectorate on an organized system of instruction. 
The instructors have taught the peasants, individually, how to 
hive and manage bees, and how and when to extract wax, and the 
results are very satisfactory. It is expected that within a short 
time beeswax will become one of the most important exports of 
the Protectorate.

In this case he is to 
be exempted from the fulfilment of the obligation, and is to retain 
the right to take up the exploitation of the discovery or invention 
so soon as the State shall cease to exercise the monopoly; the term 
of two years appointed by the law is then to count from the date 
at which the monopoly ceased, without this implying, however, 
the prolongation of the term of the patent.

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Confidential Information. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
for several years been in the habit of forwarding to Chambers of 
Commerce for the use of their members, but not for publication, 
information (chiefly as to openings abroad for British trade) to 
which it appeared desirable in British commercial interests to 
draw attention confidentially. The plan has met with general 
approval, and, in 1906, in order to attain more fully the purpose of 
the Board, namely, to reach all British manufacturers or traders 
interested, it was decided, on the recommendation of the Commer- 
cial Intelligence Committee, to supplement the above-mentioned 
system by opening at the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, 
Basinghall Street, E.C., a Register of British firms who desire to 
receive such confidential information relative to their respective 
trades as may come into the hands of the Branch. The Register 
was opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms have cince applied and had their names inserted therein. 

British firms desiring to have their names entered in this 
Register should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch a form of application, copies of which may be obtained 
at the offices of the Branch. 

Admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it of 
any firm, is at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
‘“ Board cf Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
E.C.; Messrs. Oliver & Boyd, Tweeddale Court, Edinburgh; or 
Mr. E. Ponsonby, 116, Grafton Street, Dublin), in order to ensure 
that those who wish to receive confidential information should 
first be in possession of all the official information relating to their 
particular trade which is published in that Journal. The annual 
subscription to the Journal, including postage, is 15s. 2d. 

The present scheme is provisional and experimental, and its 
continuance and future development will depend on the results of 
experience.
